10/703,713 were discussed. The instant application was noted by Applicant's representative to be considered a 
subgenus of the 713 application. Elaboration on the significance of the specific model used to determine the 
immunoglobulin of claims 6 and 7, and how these claims relate to claims 13 and 14, was also provided by Applicant's 
representative. The question of motivation in regard to the 103 obviousness rejection was also discussed, as were 
issues pertaining to the availability of the 3D6 antibody recited in the Johnson-Wood et al. reference of the 103 
rejection. Additionally, the Queen et al. patent was discussed with regard to obviousness of substituting specific 
framework residues recited in the instant claims. 
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
